BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


The  Board  of  Trustees  met  last  Thursday  night  and 
again,  nothing  eventful  occurred.  The  first  item  dis¬ 
cussed  was  the  situation  which  now  exists  concerning 
Ivy  Hall.  The  90  day  notice  which  was  presented  to 
Mr.  Kaknes  by  the  Building  Authority  may  not  be 
valid.  His  contract  as  it  stands  now.  ends  the  first  of 
June,  1975.  This  means  that  Mr.  Kaknes  may  still  be 
with  us  next  semester.  If.  by  some  miracle,  the  ad¬ 
ministration  can  terminate  the  existing  food  contract, 
Mr.  Rigney  and  President  Olsen  will  take  the  bids  on 
any  new  contracts.  This  matter  was  referred  to  the 
finance  committee  for  further  study. 

President  Olsen  also  regretfully  stated  that  he  had 
received  resignations  from  Dr.  Paulding  and  one  of  the 
R.N.’s  in  the  infirmary.  Charlie  Harrington  then  made 
the  suggestion  that  when  another  nurse  is  hired,  that 


:u  >  rerson  be  placed  on  the  night  shift  on  a  full  time 
basis  President  Olsen  also  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board  the  fact  that  several  maintenance  men  will 
be  dismissed  from  the  Institute  because  of  excessive 
absenteeism. 

A  controversial  article  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board  was  the  Professional  Opportunity  Place¬ 
ment  Service  (POPS)  which  Dr.  Herman  V.  Lamark, 
Director  of  Placement,  is  trying  to  establish.  Many 
members  of  the  Board  have  no  idea  what  this  service 
will  do  to  help  the  Institute,  so  until  it  is  clear  to  the 
Board,  the  whole  idea  is  being  sent  to  the  Planning  and 
Development  Committee.  The  reason  Dr.  Lamark  is 
coming  to  the  Board  is  that  federal  funding  is  required 
to  implement  this  service.

Dukakis  Comes 
To  Lowell 

Democratic  candidate  for  Governor.  Micheal  Dukakis  spoke  to  a  group 
of  about  50  people  at  Lowell  State  last  week.  Dukakis  stressed  the  needs 
of  reforming  State  Government  by  working  constructively  together.  As 
for  the  Greater  Lowell  area,  Dukakis  emphasized  strongly  that  this  was 
the  type  of  community  from  which  he  came  and  he  would  hope  that 
the  State  Government  would  help  to  revitalize  the  area.  Lowell  has 
received  no  state  funds  for  open  space  and  urban  reserves  according  to  an 
MIT  study. 

Questions  from  the  floor  concerned  the  upcoming  University  of  Lowell 
merger.  Dukakis  is  against  a  merger  of  U  Lowell  into  a  branch  of  U  Mass. 
He  was  unsure  of  how  to  go  about  picking  a  new  Board  of  Trustees  but 
assured  everyone  of  campus  and  community  input.  Dr.  O’Leary  and  the 
State  College  Board  of  Trustees  will  have  no  effect  on  the  University  of 
Lowell  in  the  long  run  as  adaptations  will  be  made  to  meet  the  Univer¬ 
sity’s  needs.  As  for  the  faculty  salaries,  Mr.  Dukakis  seemed  confused  as 
to  the  causes  of  the  salary  discrepancy  and  how  it  could  be  resolved  but 
assured  all  that  the  money  would  be  found  somewhere. 

On  Obscenity  Laws  Dukakis  sees  no  sense  in  legislating  people’s 
morals.  He  also  stated  the  present  penal  system  wasn’t  planned  carefully 
and  will  work  for  a  system  that  is  constructive  and  secure.  Concerning 
Rent  Control  Dukakis  is  strongly  committed  to  a  State  option  plan. 

All  in  all  Dukakis  seemed  a  bit  “wishy-washy”  concerning  almost  every 
issue,  but  handled  himself  well  amongst  many  unfamiliar  questions  con¬ 
cerning  the  merger.

The  Inter-Dormitory  Council  (I  DC)  met  for  the  sec¬ 
ond  time  Thursday  night  to  continue  planning  for 
future  activities.  A  number  of  subjects  were  touched 
upon,  and  a  few  concrete  decisions  were  accomplished. 
The  major  accomplishment  being  the  nominations  and 
elections  of  the  Vice  President  and  the  Secretary.  Ken 
Georgevits  and  Randy  Hecht  were  nominated  for  Vice 
President,  with  Ken  winning  the  election.  Kathy  Beau¬ 
mont  was  nominated  and  elected  Secretary.  Don 
Delano,  President  of  I  DC,  mentioned  that  a  Represen¬ 
tative  from  the  I  DC  to  attend  the  Student  Senate 
meetings  should  be  considered,  but  nominations  will  be 
withheld  until  a  later  date. 

The  second  most  important  event  was  the  forming  of 
two  committees.  A  food  committee  with  the  following 
volunteers:  Kathy  Beaumont,  Roger  Lapoint,  and  Ken 
Georgevits,  with  Kathy  as  chairman,  was  established. 
They  will  be  responsible  to  take  any  complaints  the 
dorm  residents  have  to  Tom  Mahoney,  manager  of 
both  dorm  cafeterias,  for  discussion  in  hopes  of  im¬ 
proving  the  present  conditions.

LaComb,  and  Ken  Dooley,  with  Greg  acting  as  chair¬ 
man. 

Much  discussion  involving  the  present  security 
system  took  place  with  the  usual  complaints  brought 
up.  A  few  suggestions  were  made  for  the  improvement 
of  the  system,  such  as:  increasing  number  of  rounds 
made,  moving  the  securit}  desks  to  each  door  of  the 
dorms,  and  increasing  the  number  of  guards.  A 
motions  was  made  and  seconded  to  write  a  memo  con¬ 
cerning  the  security  system  to  Dean  King  and  to  the 
Ad-Hock  Committee  on  housing  to  the  Merger  Board. 

A  few'  other  items  were  discussed  concerning  the 
Merger  Committee,  which  is  working  towards  an 
agreement  with  LSC  on  housing  once  the  merger  takes 
place.  Don  Delano  will  represent  the  1DC  on  the  Hous¬ 
ing  Committee  in  future  meeting.  This  way,  the  1DC 
will  have  some  say  in  the  dorm  situation  for  next  year. 

Other  discussions  involved  the  money  appropriated 
to  the  I  DC  and  how  it  will  be  generated.  It  was  decided 
that  before  any  purchase  or  final  decision  involving  the 
spending  of  the  money  is  made,  the  I  DC  would  vote  on 
the  action.  They  hope  to  purchase  a  duplicating 
machine,  a  typewriter,  and  to  install  a  phone  in  the 
office.

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Food  (bmniittee  Notes 

Last  Thursday  night  the  Food 
Committee  met  to  discuss  the 
progress  being  made  toward  setting 
up  a  new  meal  plan  for  next 
semester.  Several  Committee 
members  told  of  their  meeting  with 
representatives  of  other  food  com¬ 
panies  who  could  possibly  replace 
Ivy  Hall.  The  food  companies  con¬ 
tacted  included  Interstate,  United, 
and  Seiler.  The  companies  could 
not  quote  any  prices  until  they  are 
given  the  specifications  of  the  plan 
we  need  and  the  kitchen  facilities 
that  are  available. 

Food  contracts  from  other 
schools  in  the  area  were  presented. 
The  price  for  21  meals  per  week  for 
one  semester  came  to  $528.00  at 
Bridgewater  State  and  $228.00  at 
Framingham  State.  Of  course, 
each  school  had  different 
specifications  in  the  contract. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  cost 
per  meal  for  a  non-mandatory  plan 
would  be  higher  than  a  mandatory 
one.  In  fact,  the  cost  would  be 
almost  double  over  a  semester’s 
time.  The  fact  that  the  major  part 
of  the  profit  in  mandatory  plans 
comes  from  the  absentees,  or  peo¬ 
ple  who  don't  show  up  for  meals 
was  also  brought  up. 

It  was  then  decided  to 
have  each  representative  collect  a 
list  of  possible  meal  plans  and  pre¬ 
sent  them  at  the  next  meeting  to  see 
which  would  be  the  most  feasible 
and  popular.

1  w  0  aid  like  to  state  that  I  have  been  informed  that  the  main  witness  to 
these  proceedings  was  RA  Peter  Krumziek  who  perported  to  have  a 
witness  to  these  proceedings.  When  asked  to  produce  this  phantom 
witness.  Krumziek  made  the  flimsy  claim  that  he  could  not  reveal  the 
source.  Hence,  hearsay  evidence,  and  if  Mr.  Larrabee  and  Ms.  Reum  are 
to  be  believed,  fabricated  evidence  as  well. 

The  next  claim  of  the  protestors  is  that  “confusion  of  designated  of¬ 
ficials  in  the  distribution  of  ballots  and  delayed  voting  time  made  it  quite 
clear  that  a  reasonable  cross  section  of  students  could  not  have  been 
taken." 

1  find  this  totally  ridiculous.  First,  in  the  original  (and  I  maintain  legal) 
election,  45%  of  the  residents  here  in  Towers  turned  out  to  vote  (213 
students).  Now  in  this  new  election,  the  numbers  begin  to  dwindle:  only 
about  32%  (153  students),  could  be  bothered  to  vote.  What,  therefore, 
happens  to  our  “cross-section  of  students?  In  addition,  charges  were 
levelled  that  the  election  should  be  invalidated  on  the  basis  that  a  proper 
I  D.  check  was  not  conducted.  In  three  years  here  at  Tech,  l  have  never 
once  been  asked  for  my  card  when  voting.  Therefore,  I  suggest  that  every 
Senate  member  shquld  stand  for  a  new  election  if  this  is  to  be  the  basis  tor 
overturning  an  election. 

Lastly  .  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  in  their  original  letter  of  com¬ 
plaint,  Titterington  and  Bogosian  make  a  point  of  bringing  up  ‘campaign 
ethics’  (see  above).  However,  1  am  forced  to  believe  that  in  their  opinion, 
ethics  should  not  have  to  be  extended  to  include  them.  Although  I  was  not 
present  during  the  election,  it  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  the 
two  candidates  to  the  Food  Committee  made  statements  to  the  effect  that 
they  did  not  have  to  fix  an  election  in  order  to  win  it;  the  inference,  once 
more,  that  Ms.  Reum  willfully  interfered  with  the  elections  proceedures. 
and  by  implication,  me.  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  this  is  unsubstan¬ 
tiated  slander,  and  therefore  a  violation  ol  every  ethic,  campaign  or 
otherwise. 

1  therefore  demand  that  the  first  election  be  allowed  to  stand,  in  that  the 
claims  made  were  inaccurate,  that  no  witnesses  could  be  produced  to  back 
these  claims,  and  that  finally  Titterington  and  Bogosian  violated  every 
stand  on  ethics  by  virtue  of  launching  a  slur  campaign.  I  would  also  like  to 
suggest  that  when  this  matter  again  surfaces,  that  the  debate  on  the  issue 
be  open  and  public,  and  that  an  executive  session  only  tends  to  deepen  the 
gathering  clouds  of  mistrust  hovering  over  the  Senate.  If  it  is  determined 
that  once  again  we  have  a  new  election,  then  1  suggest  Titterington  and 
Bogosian  be  eliminated  on  the  bais  that  they  did  willfully  seek  to  defame 
the  characters  of  fellow  candidates.

The  foundation  has  an  international  reputation  for  ionospheric 
research.  That  big  blue  meteorology  truck  you  may  sometimes  see  parked 
on  the  side  of  the  foundation  building,  services  industry  by  calibrating 
electronic  equipment  to  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards.  The  parabolic 
antenna  sitting  on  top  of  the  building  was  designed  and  built  by  the  foun¬ 
dation  for  listening  to  echos  from  the  moon. 

At  one  time  as  many  as  100  people  were  employed  by  the  foundation. 
They  did  much  research  and  development  in  the  plastic  and  textile  fields. 
These  fields  have  diminished  since  then  so  the  L.T.I.  faculty  currently  does 
the  research.  The  foundation  has  30  employees  at  the  present  who  work 
mainly  in  the  field  of  ionospheric  physics.  The  foundation  hires  as  many  as 
25  L.T.I.  students  at  a  time  to  assist  in  the  development  and  production  of 
certain  items.  It  currently  has  four  students  working  on  a  part  time  basis. 
Last  year  there  were  30  students  who  worked  at  the  foundation  with  an 
average  income  of  $752. 

The  foundation  receives  60%  of  its  funds  from  the  federal  government. 
The  rest  is  from  industry  or  foreign  governments  including  Belgium,  Italy, 
and  Germany.  The  foundation  has  a  feast  or  famine  type  of  work  similar 
to  Raytheon,  or  any  other  company  whose  income  is  basically  dependent 
on  government  contracts. 


The  foundation  uses  L.T.I.  s  library,  but  in  addition  has  its  own  small 
library.  These  books  are  not  found  on  the  campus  library.  Mr.  Goodwin 
doesn’t  think  the  merger  will  seriously  effect  the  schools  reputation.  He  is 
hopeful  it  will  benefit  all.  He  even  reads  the  TEXT.

MPB  Sub  Committee 

The  MPB  Sub-Committee  of  Student  Affairs  gave  their  report  to  the 
Merger  Board  w  hich  included  the  incorporation  of  one  student  newspaper 
and  yearbook  for  the  University.  They  also  recommended  that  the  two 
student  governments  be  given  two  months  to  resolve  problems  of  gover¬ 
nance  between  the  two  representative  bodies.  These  were  all  accepted. 

The  proposal  was  accepted  for  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  the  area 
of  criminal  justice  and  law  enforcement,  currently  a  program  in  the  Even¬ 
ing  School  Division  under  the  College  of  General  Studies.  Designed  for  in- 
service  police  officers,  the  program  presently  offers  an  Associates  degree. 

Concerning  the  graduate  school  of  the  University  of  Lowell,  Dean  Alex¬ 
ander  (LTI)  noted  that  the  grad-school  had  been  left  out  of  the  University 
brochure.  The  idea  of  a  combined  brochure  (LTI-LSC)  was  discussed. 
However,  differences  do  exist  between  the  two  colleges,  mainly  the  fact 
that  LTI's  grad  school  is  full  time  and  LSC’s  is  part-time.  Finally,  a  com¬ 
mittee  was  suggested  which  would  include  the  two  Graduate  School 
Deans,  the  two  faculty  chairmen  of  the  Grad  School  and  the  two 
Presidents  of  the  Graduate  Student  Associations.  This  committee  would 
solve  problems  regarding  a  brochure,  catalog  and  the  like. 

In  the  area  of  registration,  a  budget  projection  was  made  totaling  $57,- 
500  which  included  two  systems  analysts  for  one  year  and  an  additional 
secretary/typist.  These  two  items  met  with  some  opposition  from  the 
MPB.  (Why  the  need  for  extra  personnel?)  LTI  Registrar  Frank  Duggan 
stressed  that  a  main  problem  was  getting  out  the  schedule  to  students  in 
time  for  pre-registration;  a  master  schedule  of  all  courses  offered.  The 
problem  of  a  common  list  of  courses  entered  here  since  no  schedule  could 
be  made  without  a  common  agreement  between  the  faculties  on  the 
programs  offered  and  corresponding  list  of  courses  in  each  area.  The  final 
decision  on  the  money  for  registration  was  to  receive  the  projection,  but 
that  a  more  detailed  registration  system  be  drawn  up.

Its 
object  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  role,  duties  and  the  individual 
personalities  of  a  few  prominent  members  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
Board  members  are  appointed  by  the  governor  { except  for  the  student 
trustee  j  and  are  the  policy  making  body  of  the  Institute. 

The  duties  of  the  members  include  attending  the  monthly  trustee 
meetings,  researching  the  diversified  issue  and  reading  the  paraphenalia 
sent  to  them  concerning  many  topics  which  face  the  trustees. 

It  is  hoped  these  articles  will  acquaint  the  reader  with  the  Board 
member’s  views  on  various  topics  and  provide  an  insight  to  the  kind  of 
people  who  are  making  the  major  policy-making  decisions  of  your 
school. ) 

Stan  Molignano: 


Student 

Stan  Molignano,  our  student 
trustee,  is  a  senior  majoring  in  ac¬ 
counting.  Stan,  who  was  a  senate 
member  before  being  elected  to 
Student  Trustee  last  May,  is  a 
native  of  Weymouth. 

On  the  question  of  tuitions,  Stan 
feels  that  an  increase  would  be  of 
no  benefit  to  students  at  Tech 
because  all  money  goes  to  the  state 
first  and  then  appropiated  back  to 
the  colleges.  Any  increase  in  the 
present  tuition  would  only  increase 
the  state's  coffers  and  become  an 
additional  expense  to  students. 

Stan  said  he  was  originally 
against  the  merger  of  LTI  and  LSC 
but  now  sees  the  best  of  the  two 
colleges  in  the  form  of  a  university. 
When  questioned  about  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  such  a  university,  Stan  felt 
he  didn’t  know  enough  about  Dr. 
O’Leary  to  offer  an  opinion. 

Stan  felt  the  Food  Committee  is 
an  excellent  idea  and  believes  it  will 
be  abie  to  accomplish  a  great  deal. 
He  also  agreed  with  the  graduate 
students  that  they  should  not  have 
to  pay  the  SUB  fee  or  at  least  do  it 
on  a  limited  basis  since  they  get  lit¬ 
tle  or  no  use  from  it.  Also  with

reference  to  the  SUB,  Stan  would 
like  to  see  an  expansion  of  the 
game  room  and  a  CVS  -  Store  24. 
He  said  that  having  the  Rathskeller 
become  incorporated  was  a  step  in 
the  right  direction. 

When  questioned  about  the  work 
of  the  trustees,  Stan  said  he  thinks 
they  have  done  an  effective  job  so 
far  but  believes  that  they,  including 
himself,  could  do  more  and  should 
be  more  aware  of  what  is  happen¬ 
ing  at  the  college.  At  present,  there 
are  no  major  issues  involving  the 
trustees  but  that  should  not  be 
reason  to  relax.  He  believes  Presi¬ 
dent  Olsen  acts  in  a  fair  manner  for 
everyone. 

Stan  stated  he  would  like  to 
become  more  involved  with  the 
students  and  will  be  available  in  his 
office,  SUB  rm.  410  Tues.  and 
Thurs.  from  12  to  2  pm.  Or  stop 
him  anytime  you  see  him.  At  pres¬ 
ent,  Stan  is  on  crutches  due  to 
strained  ligament  from  a  football 
game.  He  is  your  input  to  the 
Trustees  -  let  him  know  how  you 
feel  and  what  you  would  like  to  see 
changed.

November  22,  1963.  The  day  that  rocked  history.  President  John  Fitzgerald 
Kennedy  was  cut  down  by  an  assassin’s  bullet.  Was  it  really  the  crime  of  one  man: 
Lee  Harvey  Oswald?  or  was  it  in  fact,  a  conspiracy?  Kennedy  had  not  hidden  his 
determination  to  reduce  U.S.  military  bases  or  to  avoid  having  United  States 
troops  in  Vietnam.  He  strongly  supported  a  Nuclear  Test  Ban  Treaty  and  the  Civil 
Rights  Movement.  The  Bay  of  Pigs  had  left  a  bad  taste  with  many  powerful  men 
in  the  United  States.  The  only  way  these  powerful  men  could  bring  a  halt  to  the 
policies  which  might  destroy  their  hold  on  the  economy,  would  be  the  assassina¬ 
tion  of  a  President.  Executive  Action  shows  how  they  might  have  set  about  arrang¬ 
ing  it,  from  the  training  of  expert  marksmen  to  influencing  the  route  of  the 
Presidential  Motorcade  in  Dallas  and  setting  up  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  as  a  decoy, 
whjle  the  actual  assassins  fled  the  country.  Through  extensive  research  into  John 
Kennedy’s  assassination,  as  reported  by  the  Warren  Commission,  Executive  Ac¬ 
tion  lays  it  out  telling  it  as  it  happened.  Only  the  conspirators  are  ficticious 
Everything  else  is  based  on  fact. 

In  the  three  year  period  which  followed  the  murder  of  John  Kennedy  and  Lee 
Harvey  Oswald,  eighteen  material  witnesses  died  —  six  by  gunfire,  three  in  motor 
accidents,  two  by  suicide,  one  from  a  cut  throat,  one  from  a  karate  chop  to  the  neck, 
three  from  heart  attacks,  and  two  from  natural  causes.  An  actuary,  engaged  by  the 
London  Sunday  Times  concluded  that  on  November  22,  1963,  the  odds  against 
these  witnesses  being  dead  by  February,  1967,  were  one  hundred  thousand  trillion 
to  one.

Next  week,  SIMS-LTI  is  presenting  a  lecture  entitled,  “An  Introduction  To 
Transcendental  Meditation:  Increasing  Productivity,  Creativity,  And

E.E.  major  Jerry  Schweitzer,  who  is  Vice-President  of  SIMS-LTI,  said  of

tion  Society  at  Lowell  Tech  —  is  to  make  TM  as  accessible  as  possible  to  everyone 
at  LTI.”

,  udec  :  ar  •.  e::er  winners  Tom  Jenkins,  Bob  Carroll,  Leo  Casey  and 
Art  Santos."  This  ;. e^r  N  g::-p  included  Steve  Bennett,  Rick  Ries,  Bill 
Maloney.  Ed  Glasheen.  Danny  Newall,  Matt  Fitzgerald  and  Tipper 
Durkin. 

Steve  Bennett  is  a  six  foot,  four  inch  catcher-first  baseman  from  Nauset 
Regional  and  lives  in  Eastham.  Steve  impressed  everybody  with  his  hitting 
as  he  had  17  hits  in  36  at  bats  for  a  .472  average.  He  had  a  pair  of  triples 
and  homers  and  had  15  runs  batted  in,  all  of  which  were  either  team  highs 
or  near  the  top. 

Rick  Ries  is  from  Weymouth  and  played  the  outfield  and  some  at  third 
and  short.  Coach  Stone  even  moved  Captain  Bill  Carroll  to  third  to  make 
room  for  Ries  at  short.  Rick  came  on  strong  toward  the  end  of  the  season, 
finishing  at  .314,  and  led  the  team  in  stolen  bases  and  doubles  and  was  sec¬ 
ond  in  runs  scored. 

Four  more  rookies  came  from  Lowell.  Bill  Maloney  hit  .280  with  two 
homers  and  a  couple  of  triples.  He  also  added  two  wins  while  pitching 
eight  shutout  innings.  Ed  Glasheen  went  to  school  in  New  Hampshire,  but 
is  from  Lowell,  and  looked  good  the  outfield  with  a  strong  arm  and  im¬ 
proved  on  his  hitting  throughout  the  season.  Danny  Newall  looked  sharp 
while  pitching  in  six  games  but  needs  to  improve  a  bit  on  his  control. 
Tripper  Durkin  had  a  pair  of  appearances  (one  good,  one  bad)  and  will 
help  out  in  the  spring. 

Also  helping  out  will  be  Matt  Fitzgerald,  another  lefty,  from  Plaistow 
N.H.  (a  hometown  product  of  Coach  Stone).  Matt  looked  good  but  has  to 
conquer  his  control  problem. 

The  returning  veterans  (only  five  played  much  this  fall)  all  looked  good 
after  a  short  summer.  Pitchers  Billy  Fulton  and  Billy  Eggers  combined  for 
half  the  teams  wins  and  had  1.23  and  3.42  earned  run  averages  respec¬ 
tively. 

Captain  Carroll  led  the  team  in  runs  scored  and  was  second  in  average 
(.378),  hits,  RBI.  and  homers,  from  his  clean-up  position.  He  and  second 
baseman  Leo  Gendron  formed  a  fine  double  play  combo  and  second  and 
led  the  LTI  attack.  Gendron  hit  .323  and  led  the  team  in  homers  with 
three. 

Sophomore  Gus  Sharry  finished  very  strong  and  hit  .294  after  going 
hitless  in  his  first  three  games. 

The  outlook  for  the  spring  is  good.  The  strong  point  seems  to  he  its 
pitching  and  it  is  the  pitching  that  will  be  needed  for  Lowell  Tech  to  be 
considered  for  any  post  season  tournaments. 

During  the  fall  the  team  hatting  average  was  .293,  hut  it  was  not  against 
the  calibre  of  pitching  that  it  will  face  in  the  spring.  The  team  ERA  of  4.83 
must  be  improved  on  and  hopefully  will  receive  more  defensive  support 
than  in  the  fall. 

One  thing  is  sure,  there  will  be  a  lot  of  new  faces  in  the  spring  and  the 
type  of  baseball  being  played  should  differ  from  the  high  scoring  slugfesis 
of  the  past  several  years.
